Bureau of Investigation 
accepted Prussion as a 
counterspy, he spent 12 ( 
years working against the 
Communist conspiracy 
without leaving the Party. 

Role Ended t 

In the year 1960. Prus- 
sion’s counterspy xoie 
was revealed. He\ap- 
peared before the -House 
Committee on Un-A'meri- 
can Activities in a jSafe 
Francisco courthouse.^ 
Sworn testimony of thej 
counterspy on May 12, 13. j 
and 1-4 and on June 10 of* 
that year exposed the 
machinations of Commu- 
nism. 

Leftist harassment of 
Prussion commenced with 
Communist-inspired riots 
protesting his testimony 
before the House Com- 
mittee, at the time it was 
being given. 1 , ■ 

These violent occur- 
rences were reported 
vividly in the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle and other 
newspapers with the in- 
clusionofverbal persona! 
attacks on Prussion. 
These name-calling at- 
tacks from opponents of 
the investigation were 
given extensive publicity, 
in some instances, the

Prussion was ,f Mr. Typical Amer- 
ican" who, for 26 years, conducted , 
subversive action by being aCom- ! 
munist party member for the last j 

12 years, Prussion was a counterspy 
for the FBI until heleft the servic e 
in 1959. 

In 1933 Prussion joined the Nation- 
al Student League at an eastern col- 
lege, The United ‘States was in a 
depression and threatened b y 
Facism. After six months in the N$4 
•a Communist front organization, he 
was asked to join the Communist 
party by a number of people on the 
on the campus. Those asking him 
to join included a historyprofessor 
a political science teacher, and a 
fellow football player. Thus Prus- 
sion started his career in the Com- 
munist party. 

Prussion *s story of introduction 
into the Communist party is still 
happening today. Only the students 
aredifferent. Thewaysofintroduc- 
ing a college student to the Com- 
mffl& tJPa gy is still the same. 

"Of the speakers appearingat the 
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universities and colleges in Calif- 
ornia, the conservatives are out- 
numbered seven to oneby the liber- 
als, leftwingers, and Communists, M 
said Prussion. 

In 1954 Prussionattended a Com- 
munist cell meeting at the Univer* '/ 
sity of California campus in Berk- ( 
eley. According to Prussion, the ' 
Communist party members would 
become friendly with liberal left 
wing students at lectures at UC and 
Stanford, After further study and 
discussion with the students, the 
party members would approach the 
students about joining the Com- 
munist party, \ . 

Prussio n testified at the House on J 
‘un- American Activities Commit- J 


tee hearings in San Fr a n c i sco. 
During the hearings a riotbroke out 
Twenty-six out of the 60 arrested 
students were definitely affiliated 

^iilLJhfi-Communist party, " stated 
Prussion. „ _ _ . ' — - 
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TJjfi^tactics used by the pollc*- 
aroused indignation against polio e 
brutality on students from California 
citizens. Prussion stated, ‘'Hundreds 
* of professors signed a petition against 
police brutality without a good 
study of it. " 

At one time prussion was to be 
sent to New York to the Ur\ion The- 
ology Seminary to become an 
ordained minister in the Methodist 
Church. He was unable to to be- 
cause of his violence in the labor 
union movements on his past record. 

In 1959 Prussion testified in hear- 
ings in Sacramento where Mr. and 
Mrs. Mack, former Redding teachers 
were appearing as defendents, 

,, Concluding his talk, Prussion an - 
l swered questions from the audience. 
James K. Music Jr., a Cottonwood 
rancher, and a number of citizens 
promoting grassroots anticommun- 
ism education, ^ranged for Prussuicfe 
engagement.

The Communists and the J oh n 
Birch Society seem to be reading 
the same plot book. One month ago 
the John Birch Society circul a ted 
leaflets at Shasta College. The 
leaflets were distributed secretively 
and advertised as an essay contest, 
the theme being "Grounds for the 
impeachment of Earl Warren as 
Chief Justice of the United States. "

ety and the Communists have the 
same thoughts in mind- --to cause 
unrest by underhanded methods. One 
person, who seems to favor the works, 
^of the John Birch Society, recently 
told me that the best way to fight 
fire is with fire.
